This is the type of wisdom for 
which generations of Americans 
have honored Benjamin Franklin. 
Clearly and simply expressed, it re- 
mains as applicable today as during 
the years of his life. America might 
well hope that its statesmen will 
continue to honor that wisdom to- 
day. In no way could our nation 
pay greater tribute to Benjamin 
Franklin, or reap greater benefits 
from his sage counsels.

Taxes Still Due 
On Xmas Trees 
Declares Board 


Warning that fruit and vegetable 


dealers must pay sales tax to the 
state on sales of Christmas trees 
was also issued yesterday. Because 
they ordinarily handle only non- 
taxable commodities, fruit dealers 
file sales tax returns on an annual 
basis. 

“Investigation shows that many 
friut dealers intended filing annual 
returns déclaring “no taxable sales” 
“All such returns will be the sub- 
ject of careful investigation, and 
failure to include sales of taxable 
merchandise, such ag Christmas 
trees, will leave the Board no alter- 
native but to impose statuatory 
penalties upon the retailers failing 
to properly report their tax.”

Farm and Home Purchase Act and 
extend its benefits to many former 
service men who have been barred,

State Legislature. 

Drafted by Albert E. Sheets of 
Sacramento, chairman of the Le- 
gion’s state legislative committee, 
the three amendments will accom- 
Plish the following: 

1. Remove the present restriction 
which prohibits men who received 
aid under the Veterans’ Education- 
al Act from receiving farm or 
home loans. 

2. Raise the maximum value of 
veterans’ homes to $10,000, with 
state loans on such homes still 
limited to $5000 as at present. This 
amendment will merely enable the 
veteran to invest more of his own 
money in the purchase of a home 
than under the present set-up. 

3. Abolish the present restriction 
reqciring that a veteran must have 
served more than sixty days to be 
eligible for a home or farm loan. 
Any veteran of the World War, re- 
gardless of length of service, would 
be eligible under the new proposal. 

Veteran members of both houses 
of the Legislature are expected to 
serve as co-authors of the bills 
which, according to John R. Quinn, 
chairman of the State Veterans’ 
Welfare Board, will serve to elim- 
inate needless discrimination a- 
gainst many service men who here- 
tofore have been prevented from 
enjoying the benefits of the Farm 
and Home Purchase Act. 

Chairman Sheets of the Legion’s 
legislative committee reports that 
hundreds of veterans who received 
only nominal educational allow- 
ances after their discharge from 
military service at the end of the 
war have been prevented from own- 
ership of veterans’ homes cnder the 
present law. 

“In meny cases, these veterans 
received only a few dolars in edu- 
cational allowances,’ said Sheets, 
portunity to purchase homes under 
“and yet have been denied any op- 
the state act. 

“The Veterans’ Farm and Home 
Purchase Act has accomplished 
splendid results in encouraging 
home ownership and stable citizen- 
ship, without cost to California tax- 
payers, and is considered one of the 
finest veterans’ programs in the 
United States. 

‘It is essential that steps now be 
taken to broaden the act to the end 
that it may be administered with 
absolute fairness to all service men 
and with the greatest benefit to 
both the veterans and the State.”

Whalen Voices Opinion in 
Inviting Governor and 
People to the 1939 


Exposition 


NEW YORK, (Specia!).—In a letter 
of invitation to the goverrois of 47 
States, Grover Whalen, President of 
the New York World’s Fair 1939 Cor- 
poration, points out that the commer- 
cial consequences oi the international 
exposition under construction in New 
York City are so great and in.portant 
that they alone wouid justify the ac- 
tive participation oj every state in 
the nation. 

“Fifty million persons trom every 
walk in ute, from every state in the 
United S ates, from every country in 
the world, are expected to attend the 
Fair,” writes Mr. Whalen. “The great 
American market with its tresuendous 
consumer purchasing power will be 
represented by these visitors They 
w.ll comprise a true cross-section of 
America.” 

The Worid’s Fair, according to Mr. 
Whalen, will oe a magnificent spec- 
tacle, entertaining and instructive. It 
will attempt to answer the questions: 
“What kind of a world have we built? 
What kind of a world are we build- 
ing? What kind of a world can we 
build?” With collateral impro cments, 
it will represent. total investment of 
more than $125,000,000 by the Fair 
Corporation and the governmental, 
industria] and other participants. The 
Fair site park is a tract of 1216% 
acres, almost at the geograph.cal and 
population centr. of New York City. 

Construction of buildings and roads, 
grading, dredging, planting and land- 
scaping are already under way, based 
upon a schedule which cails for com- 
pletion of all construction operations 
before January 1, 1939, to allow four 
months for final decorations and in- 
stallation of exhibits preparatory to 
the opening of the Fair on April 30. 

The opening date commemorates 
the inauguration, on April 36, 1789, of 


| George Washington as the first Presi- 


dent of the United States. 

In the government area, and near 
an imposing federal hall to be erected 
by the United States Government, the 
Fair will provide a “Hall of States” 
in which the significant contributions 
ot each state in laying the foundations 
for the better World of Tomorrow can 
be proudly displayed, says Mr. 
Whalen. 

His letter supplement: an invitation 
to participate in the Fair extended 
te the governors on November 30 by 
Governor Herbert H. Lehman of the 
host state of New York. Governor 
Lehman pointed out that the State of 
New York uas already appropriated, 
to date, $2,130,000 for commencement 
of construction of boulevards, service 
roads, bridges, and certain other basic 
improvements the State will make at 
the exposition site or its approaches. 
The New York legislature, further, 
during 1936 passed an act creating the 
New York World’s Fair Commission 
of 18 members and providing funds in 
aid of this body’s preparation of plans 
for a state building and exhibit and 
for active state participatior in the 
Fair,

Get License Plates 


| And Avoid Penalty 


New license plates appearing on 
an increasing number of cars. pro- 
vide a constant reminder to motor- 
ists who have not yet applied for 
i637 registration. The period for 
applying without payment will soon 
expire. The time limit is midnight 
of February 4, when penalties will 
go into effect doubling both the 


regular registration fee of $3. and 
the additional license fee or in lieu 
tax based on car valuation. 

Requirements for license renewal 
are that the applicant present the 
1936 registration certificate with the 
correct address shown and _ signed 
by the registered owner on the re- 
verse side; show the tax motice 
postcard from the Department of 
Motor Vehicles; and pay the $3. 
private passenger automobile reg- 
istration fee and the additional 
state license tax at the rate of $1.75 
per $100 of car valuation. 

The valuation tax went into ef- 
fect last year to replace personal 
property taxes on motor vehicles 
and is based on values for various 
car models as set up in schedules 
compiled by the Department of 
Motor Vehicles. 


If a tax notice postcard has not

been received the applicant should 
present the 1936 registration cer- 
tificate at a plate issuing office, 
where the amount due will be rated 
according to the state valuation 
book.

| Army And Navy To Assist 
At Gate Bridge Opening 


The fullest co-operation of the 
Army and Navy in the Golden Gate 
Bridge Fiesta next May, celebrat- 
ing the opening of the span across 
the famous Golden Gate, was pledg- 
ed today by Major General George 
S. Simonds, U. S. A., commanding 
the Ninth Corps Area, and Rear 
Admiral A. St. Clair Smith, U. S. 
N., commandant of the Twelfth 
Naval District. 

Supervisor Arthur M. Brown, Jr., 
ef San Francisco, general chairman, 
announced ‘that plans are already 
actively under way for the greatest 
military and naval demonstration in 
the West during the fiesta. 

General Simonds, in conference 
with Chief Administrative Officer 
Alfred J. Cleary, William P. Filmer, 
chairman of the Golden Gate Bridge 
and Highway District, and James 
Reed, general manager of the brige 
district, placed the entire army 
troops and facilities under his com- 
mand at the disposal of the Fiesta 
committee. 

With General Simonds’ approval 
granted, Supervisor Brown disclosed 
that Crissy Field, within the Pre- 
sidio military reservation and ad- 
jacent to the bridge, would become 
the center of much of the elaborate 
pageantry, which is planned for the 
Fiesta. 

It will also be the terminus of 
the spectacular day and night pa- 
rades that are to be held, and the 
grand stands will be erected there 
and along the Marina boulevard to 
accomodate thousands of persons. 

Parking space for automobiles 
will be provided at the Presidio and 
Fort Scott on the San Francisco 
side and, likewise, at Fort Baker on 
the Marin county shore, and Gen- 
eral Simonds said that military po- 
lice would: be furnished to aid in 
handling traffic on the reservations. 

For the navy, Admiral Smith 
pledged his help in obtaining every 
available warship in the United 
States fleet in Pacific waters for as- 
signment to San Francisco for the 
bridge opening. He arranged to con- 
tact Admiral Arthur J. Hepburn, 
commander in chief of the fleet, to 
arrange for the naval participation.
